The reply: will not 
satisfy publia opinion in thn Oslony, for while it 
is emitted by Lord Ripon that tho oxpanditnee 
there. is “ vory-bivh,” he doolines to consent to 
a reduclion of salaries of thoas in affica, Byt the 
protest of tho: anoffeial mombors was dis- 
tinotly based upon tho contention that the 


existitg ‘salaries of. Hongkong officials were | © 


reesotly raised under circumstances: which, 
though they justifod tho inorease ut.the time, 
had ‘since altered, and that there bad been an 
{xpress reservation of the right to review those 
additions shonid it be fund necossary. 
courye we acoapt the statement: in the protest as 
correst, uvtil it is disproved. It-has a certain 
oificial charactor, considering from whom it. 
emanates, If corroct, the Sccrolary of Stato’s 
refusal to obusent tos reduction of tho salaries 
of those in office, or ever to disouss it, seems 
to bs both arbitrary aud impolitic, I¢ can 
only intensify the feeling in the colony that 
the general interests..of the colonists ‘ara 
being subsrdinated to those of ‘the officials, 
who wore only ablo to resist the redaction 
proposed by the reprisentative members on tha 
Legislative Council by thé. officiul voto. This 
point.again is ignored in the answer .to Mr. 
Beith, who will bo woll advised in prodding the 
Under Secratary a little more sharply. Doos 
‘the Colonial Offiva hold’ that on ‘a question of 
official salaries the verdiot of. officials, on their 
own cage and given to their own advantage, is a 
competent wurdiot ? Hvoa-if it be so in law, 
undor Crown Colony constitutions, the Colonial 
Offica has power, and ‘the rospousibility. is 
thrown upon it, to rsview the offcial decision. 
Thisis qhat the.Protest his asked ‘Lord Ripon 
to do, and his raply is a nua poasumus. Such 
a reply is pot suflsient. 

‘The unpounesment that the Seorotary for the 
Colonies. is taking. measures, “ consistently with 
reapvot to the olaims of existing oflicials "—whioh 
olainss, as we have seen. the Protest. traverses 
—to reduce thé expanditurs, by 10 means meuts 
the eve pat forwurd by the unofficial mem- 
bers. Hongkong ia not only overstocked with 
officials, but it’conooivns itsalf ty be overtaxed for 
tho Militury Contributions. If the Seoretary of 
Stnto’s aval for ccouomy takes the direotion of 
reducing that vxnotion to equitable proportions 
the Colony might, bear with great equanimity 
the alleged overcHarga for alwinistration. But, 
wofear, thatis not Lhedirsotion firwhich economy 
will be sought. Ie will be. some mntisfustion to 
the solonists to joarn that Lorn Ripon has the 
gubject of an ‘indepandent inquiry ander con- 
‘sideration. If their oaso-is a. good oue.guch an 
investigation must bring ont. many- faots-ia re- 
lation to the questions at issue, which may tend 
to modify the upinions now ruling at the Colonial 
Office and at all events will have some influence 
on the final judgment of the House of Commons; 
fo which we presumo an appeal will ba made.—
